"The attainment of full employ- 
ment in the post-war is largely a 
question of policy" stated Dr. Hlg- 
glns in opening his address to the 
Student Labor Club last night 
"Any government .that has a cor- 
rect policy towards the creation of 
a favourable climate for private 
Investment, that encourages a pro. 
gram of long-term loans to the 
devastated and backward areas of 
Europe and Asia, and that im- 
plemented a program of useful 
public works, could solve our post- 
war employment problems," he 
continued. 

Analysing the problem in more 
detail. Dr. Higgins subdivided the 
question Into four parts— consum- 
er's spending, private investment, 
exportation of our products, and 
government expenditure. At the 
present time, our national Income 
is approximately nine billion dol- 
lars, halt of which is made up of 
direct government expenditure and 
_ the other half of private expendi- 
ture. If we are to maintain the 



and therefore, the present level of 
employment, In the post-war the 
present amount of consumer spend- 
ing must not only be maintained 
but raised. 

In addition to private investment 
of approximately one billion dol- 
lars, and the long-term loans to 
foreign countries, a huge program

Aviation Lofting 
Sub ject of Talk \ 

Use of Mathematics 
In Designing Planes 
Explained by Student 

"Aviation Lofting" will be the 
subject of a talk by Joel Isenberg 
to the Junior Mathematical Club at 
their meeting, to be held Friday, at 
S p.m. in room 37 tt the Engineer- 
ing Building. 

When a plane is designed certain 
points on the fusilage are fixed. 
These points are laid out and a fuU 
scale drawing of the body is made. 
This can take as long as two years 
In the case of the larger planes, anJ 
is known as "lofting". 

In explaining his object, Joel 
Isenberg said that he would discuss 
the use of Analytical Geometry in 
simplifying lofting. A recent de- 
velopment, this was first used in 
the i;.S. about three years ago and 
Isenberg himself used it last sum- 
mer, probably for the first time in 
Canada. Three is nothing , new o> 
radical in the mathematics but the 
talk will deal more with the practi- 
cal side of the method of determ- 
ining the shape required, without 
having to lay it out full size on a 
floor. 

It was stated by an executive ol 
the club that this meeting would be 
of special Interest to engineers, or 
those planning to go on in aeronau- 
tics.

You can not. You can talk about democ- 
racy, and shed ink about it voluminously, you 
can even persua<!o yourself that you are demo 
cralically governed hppaiisc you have m.ade 
inark.s oppo.-itc the names of forward and frc' 
quently eelf-accking plmraeteis on voting-slips 
You may proclaim that the ballot-box is of nl 
our possessions the ehiefcst to be prized, be 
cause it magically and by its mere presence 
confers democracy. U does not. You cannot 
have democracy without democrats. 

Our aec by its nature tends to olipareby— 
that is, the rule of the few, and those not often 
even the best. It is one of the most disillusion 
ing lessons to be learned from University life 
that tho campaign determines the election, am 
that committee-government i- generally a Inbnr- 
gaving device for the apallictie mob. The com 
mittce governs securely from the top, imposing 
its will on those too sleepy to care. It is a farce 
to pretend that a given committee necessarily 
represents its constituents, any more than a 
dead fish washed up on the beach represents the 
8ca. ' 

Let no one accuse us of calling rejirpscnta 
tivc government intrinsically bad. You can be 
extremely wcll-goveriied by a good committee 
or even a good monarch. It can make its dc 
Disions wisely, and keep you very happy. But 
you must not empower an assembly to govern 
you for a year, and then fall aslpe[i and pre 
tend that you are governing yourself. 

The public will maintain under persecution 
that it governs itself. Yet having made its "x" 
in the voting chamber, it will in the yenrsTthat 
follow be acutely critical of its government: 
critical, but powerless. Eventtially, still think- 
ing it governs itself, it will binmc the political 
machinery. It is not the machinery that needs 
overhauling, but the public niond. 

Well, we have nothing to suggest. We ex- 
pect with our lasting expiring glance to see 
the solemn farce of representative government 
strongly eontimiiiig. Hut we are convinced 
that it i.s laipical only Iipcium' the voters allow 
it to remain so; and the inner enlliusiii.siii and 
spontaneity of such n small group as the Mod- 
ern Letters Club will remind us that even with- 
in the dry bones of a constitution and an exe- 
eutivo there can be life.

It ."■cemE fitting for the last three weeks of Daily 
iiublication that the topics wine and song should 
be difctisscd.

of tines, and the Introduction of a ceasura in the 
middle of others. 

.He, violates, indeed; seems. inviolate of, all idea's 
of '-pleasing . scansion'^ as MiUay and Whitman ad- 
vocate, or the repetition of accentuation that is the 
sprung-rhythm of Hopkins. However difficult these, 
and. many other technical faults, render his work of 
criticism, it would appear that the verse is BAD 
VERSE. 

The .continuity of thought is poor. I realize that 
Mr. Garfinkle was aiming ^t a series of impressions, 
but should he plead the changing movements ot a 
symphony as Justification ot his changing thought 
processes, 1 would feel he Is forgetting that in sym- 
phonic construction, from Haydn through Beethoven 
Sibelius and Shostakovitch, a logical thcntic recapi- 
tulation is the basis of intra-symphonie develop- 
ment. 

Should Mr. Garfinkle wish to be a music critic; 
a commentator on the contemporary scene; or a 
constructive cynic, if such exist, more power to him. 
Such men are needed dn any university. But let 
him be such in prose.
